TYEANNICAL MAJORITY. 



The resolution submitted to tLo 
House of Assomblj ouThursdayby Mr. 
Drciimond, asking for a return, of mo- 
neys paid to voters in the" two Districts 
of Yale and Co-vv-ichan, presented a fine 
opportunity for members of tho major- 
ity to slio-w that tiiey could on occa- 
sion recognise what was riglit and rise 
superior to a blind, slavish and brute- 
libe obedience tea leader when, con- 
trary 'to' the first principles of justice 
and contrary to every consideration of 
decency, he required them to vote for a 
motion apparently intended, and cer- 
tainly calculated, to produce a false 
impression on the public mind. The 
Opposition whilst pointing out that the 
return had already been made in the 
public accounts of the Province, and 
that it would entail an unnecessary ex- 
penditure of money to make a second 
return of the same thing, claimed that 
if the return with roferenco to these 
two Districts liad to bo made it would 
only bo right that similar returns for 
the other Districfcsof thoProvincefor the 
same period should be made also, In this 
way the public would be able for them- 
selves to compare one district with 
another in all the different items of 
expenditure, and be able to decide fairly 
for themselves whether there had been 
piartiality, nnfairnosa or mal-adminis- 
tration of any description in connection 
with the expenditure of tho public 
moneys of the Province in these dis- 
tricts. Undeniably just as this propo- 
sition of tho minority was, the mighty 
leader of the Government required his 
little army to present arms, and by force 
of numbers defeat the enemy. Perish 
right and justice! Perish manly feeling 
and good sensel Perish all but tho might 
of unscrnpulousness and th». weakness 
of willing slaves! It is to be noted that 
the principle of Dr. Asn displayed itself 
: again "vyfaea he voted with the minority; 
and "it is due to tho member for Cariboo 
(Mr. Cowak) to say that, apparently 
ashamed of his party, he left his seat 
and did not vote at all. 



A N£W LOAN ACT. 



A Bill was yesterday introduced ISy 
Hon. Mr, Beaven to legalize the 
issue of debentures correspondnig 
in amount and rate of interest with 
those is.sued under the Loan Act, 1874, 
and the Loan Act, 1876, as are now 
uncancelled and outstanding, and not 
exceeding in the* whole tho sum of 
$110,000. Such ilebentures shall boar 
interest at the rate of 7 per cent, per 
annum, payable half-yearly, and shall 
be redeemable at any time not later 
than six years afterissuethoreof. Twen- 
ty thousand dollars will be set apart 
■ each'year until th'e wholo lire redeemed 
for the purpose of redeeming such de- 
bentures. The debentures are to be is- 
sued for sums not less than §500 and, 
together with the interest thereon,shall 
bo payable at such place as the Lieut. - 
Governor in Council shall appoint. Tho 
plain meaning of the Bill is that deben- 
tures are falling due and the Govern- 
ment are without the necessary funds 
to * meet them. And in the face of this 
fact they propose to strike off nearly 
$100,000 from the revenue of tho Pro- 
vince. 



THE NEW ASSESSMENT ACT. 



Hon. Mr. Walkkm brought down a 
Bill to amend the Assessment Act, 
1876. The Bill will disappoint many, 
because it is only proposed to strike off 
the tax on real estate in the case of 
Municipalities wherein the rate levied 
for Municipal purposes is not less than 
one per cent, on the assessed value of 
the property. The personal property 
tax of one-fifth of one per cent, and the 
income tax are retained, with the pen- 
alty of 25 per cent, added in all cases 
where, a taxpayer is delinquent two 
months 1 The refusal of the Govern- 
ment to remove all direct ta.^es quite 
bears out our oft-repeated prediction. 
They have taken off one tax, but re- 
tained the rest and made the mode of 
collection more expensive and onerous 
to the taxpayer.

Pauis, Aug. 21.— -The options of the 
presidents of the "councils-general are 
believed to indicate that tho senator 
elections will result in tho establish- 
ment of a republican .majority in the 
Senate.

Five 
thousand insurgents have been defeated 
near Stolatz with heavy loss.

FIRST SESSION. 



• , Friday, Aug. 23. 

Mr. Speakei took the chair at 2:05 p. ni. 

LOAN- ACTS. 

Mr. Speaker read a incHaago from lii.s 
honor tlio Lieut. -Governor trananiittin;,' 
for consideration of the House an act re- 
lating to the Loan Acta <jf 187-1 and 1870. 

Tlio House wont into connnittco of the 
, wholo, with Mr. Evans in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said the aim of tlie 
measure was to renew dohonturoaforaror- 
tuin sliort term of years. The Loan Act 
of 1877 was intended to enable outstand- 
ing debontures to bo consolidated; J'et not 
only had that notboendonobutthenioney 
had been applied to other jjurposc.?. Tlio 
kto Finance Minister had stated that the 
debentures had not been provided for be- 
cause they did not fall due until July 
last, but when the present Oovcrinnent 
assumed office they found that there was 
an unexpected overdraft at the bank of 
870,000 to provide for. The bill nov.- 
placed before the Committee was to pro- 
vide for a renewal of the dobuuturos in 
the event of the revenue of the country 
rendering such a course ncces.sary. 

Jlr. Smithe said that the fact of the bill 
being introduced was evidence that the 
revenue estimated by the Finance Minis- 
ter could not bo depended on and that lie 
did not expect to be able to meet current 
expenses and retire the debeiiture.s that 
fell due in July last as well. It was uotthe 
intention of tlic Opposition to throw any 
obstacle in the w.ay of the passage of the 
Bill ; on the contraiy every .assistance 
would be given the Govommont to nego- 
tiate a further loan should such bo neces- 
sary. With reference to the overdraft at 
the Bank it would bo remeinbercd that 
amongst the estimates voted last aes:uon, 
although tliey purported to be for duly 
six months, there were large sums voted 
for the entire year such iis those for the 
Indian Commission, Nanaimo school- 
house, the wing to tho Victoria hospital 
and the grant to tho Cariboo Quartz Co. ; 
these votes had to be provided for and in 
order that thoj' miglit be met an overdraft 
became necessary, especially as during the 
first six months of any year the revenue, 
derivable from taxation more particularly, 
fell far short of tho revemie for the lad 
six months. An overdraft was necessary 
therefore to keep faith with contractors ; 
and others who had ])rosccutcd works j 
voted for in m.any instances at the insti- | 
gation of tho now leader of the Govern- 
ment. During tho current six months of | 
tho present year the increase of revenue j 
would be more than sufliciout to pay oil i 
the overdraft at tho Bank. He did not 
intend as lie liad said to olfer any oppo.si- 
tion to the proposed loan of ,?110,000 al- 
though he had hoped tlio Government 
woiild have been able to have managed 
•without rosortiiig to such a policy. He 
would hold the Government responsible, 
liowover, for the course they deemed fit 
to adopt. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said all the Govern- 
ment were doing in thi.s instance was re- 
newing tlie notes of tho Province. The 
debontures had, as a m.atter of good faith, 
to be retired as they were a first charge on 
tho Province. To carry out tho obligations 
of tho late Government the paper had to be 
retired and renewed — retired without a 
doubt. Members of tho late Government 
forgot that against their special deposit of 
875,000 shown on the estimates last fjcs- 
sion there was an overdraft of ?70,000, so 
virtually there was no deposit at all to 
retire debentures. Tho present Govern- 
ment intended at all hasKirda to retire 
them, no matter what the jrcsult might 
bo. 

Mr. Ash said tho bill was a mo»t neccs- 



sai-j- one; but ho would like to know how 
it was proposed to get hold of tlio 
bonds issued under tho Act of 1874, 
amounting to $20,000, which were not ro- 
deomablo until the expiration of 25 years. 
It was not likely holders would exchange 
them for debentures good for onlj- two 
years. 

Hon. Mr. .Ucaven .said tho Government 
had no rigl^t to demand them; their only 
course Would be to purchasu them as 
they did not full due till 18'J0. By the 
Act of 1877 tho bonds of 1874 had to be 
retired to keep faith with tho English 
bondliolders. It was an obligation in- 
curred by the lato Government. He 
thought thoy could be purchased at the 
same rate us per cent, bonds although 
really thoy were 7 per cent. 

Mr. Mara said the Government were 
certainly not called upon to paj- a premium 
on their bonds and that tlie English bond- 
-holdors could not charge the Government 
with a broach of faith unless thoy failed 
to redeem tlio clebontures when they foil 
due. If the debentures of 1874 could bo 
purchased at p^r tlioii by all means take 
thorn up and issue new ones. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said unless the de- 
bentures of 1874 were retired a breach of 
faith would bo committed towards tho 
bondlioblers in England as the Loan Act 
of 1877 rendered it imperative that they 
should bo retired. 

Mr. Sniitlio said tho fault laid witli the 
predecessors of the Elliott Government. 
The lato Government had thought it inad- 
visable that so small an amount as ?20,- 
000 should be outstanding uiuler a dis- 
tinct act and it had therefore been deter- 
mined to retire them so soon as their price 
Would permit it. If tho lato CJoverument 
had paid an exorbitant pnunium 011 the 
820,000, good faith would not liave been 
•kept with tho English bdndholdoi's who 
Were natuvall}' interested in tho proper 
administration of the revenues of the Pro- 
vince It was inciirrect to state that the 
bonds of 187-1 and 187ti were a iir.st charge 
on tho Province, the r^. 'bst chai^'o 
on the ProviiK^e being tiie dchoiitures of 
1877 Tho hon. gentleman proceeded to 
quote from tlio estimates submitted by the 
Govoriimont to show that the loan should 
not bp- re(juisite. Tho charge proiioscd 
Would be just as bad as tlie existing 
chargo >iiul tho bill was tliereforo a mere 
niake-bolief to blind the eyes of the Eng- 
lish bondholders— simply taking money 
from ono pocket and putting it in tho 
other. 

Tho bill was theii' reported and read a 
first time; .second reading on Monday next. 

It was agreed to postpone consideration 
of the railway i|uestion until after tho 
passage of the t.\-itiiiiates and the House 
then wont into 

coM-MirruK OF supply. 

Police and Gaols— Okanagan, §120. 

Mr. Vernon regretted the Govorninont 
had determined toabolishthe oflice of con- 
stable at Okanagan, esiieeially as the dis- 
trict was very extensive and the number 
of niiners at Clieiry Creek was far greater 
last year than at Kootciiay. It was im- 
■possiblo to get a farmer to act a.s a con- 
stable at a moment's notice. 

Mr. Wilson said the district was not 
Worthy of a constable there %vaB nothing to 
steal and only a few cattle raisers living 
there. 

Mr. Vernon said tho hon. member was 
speaking of a district, ho knew nothod 
about. 

Mr, Sioitlie said that he regretted the 

member for Victoria soemod to deem it 
his duty to belittlo every district outside 
of the city. Hb evidently thought that 
the sun ro.se and set in his store on Gov- 
ernnioiit street. He was sorry that he 
could not rise to tho importance of tho 
duties of .T, nicmber. 

Mr. ^'ernon said there was more gi-ain 
raised in ypillamacheon valley, than on 
the whole of tho Island. 

Mr. Gallagher refuted the statement .as 
to tho population of Kootcnay and tlio 
taxes paid by tlie district. 

TIio item then passed. 

Nanaiiuo, 91,CG2. 

Mr. AbraiuB hoped that as tho ofticos of 
Inspector of Mines .ind Govornmont Agent 
had been amalgamated the salary v.'ould 
bo made at least cipial to that received by 
the ofiicor before ho entered the civil 
Service. (Hear.) The reduction made was 
greater in proportion than that in any 
other salary. 

Mr. Sniitho apoko strongly in favor of 
an increase and hoped the Government 
Would ontertain tho suggestion of the hon. 
member fur Nanaimo. 

Hon. Jlr. Walkem said he had dealt 
with ofiicials as ho would bo dealt with 
himself. The finances of the Province 
did not admit of an increase and although 
he was prepared to admit tlie aterling worth 
of the gontleiii.an who occuiiied the poni- 
tion of In.spcctor of Mines the suggo.'itioii 
could not be entertaincil. 

Hon. Mr. Jlumphreys said tho late 
Government was responsible for appoint- 
or tho oflicor at too high a salary. 
Air. Abrams said tho Act neces.iitating 
the .'ippoiutiiicnt and pa3-mcnt of the sal- 
ary pas.sed tlio House unanimously. 
(Hear, hoar.) Tlie gentleman holding tlio 
office was the only person in tho Province 
cap.ablo of filling tlio situation. 

Mr. Smithe said the gentleman had 
been appointed in the interests of mine 
owners, miners and the Province at large. 
The hito Government could not lie charg- 
ed with blundering and it was too bad 
that the ollicer should bo cut down to so 
low a figure. It appeared as if advantage 
Was being taken by tho Govcniiiieut of 
tho circumstances surrounding the case. 
Tho itom passed. 

Mr. Vernon asked if any provision was 
to be made for Lillooet District. 

Hon. Mr, Beaven replied that no now 
oiUccr would be appointed. 

Indemnity to members, 22 ©§400 each, 
§8,800. 

Mr. Mara thought tho indemnity too 
large. S.alarics luul been reduccdand why 
should this not bo ? 

Hon. Mr. ^Valkcm said tho feeling of 
the upper country was that the indemnity 
Was not too great. No disitinction should 
bo ni.ado between mondicis residing near 
tho capital and those at a distance there- 
from. Some constituencies thought the 
sum should bo increased. 

Mr. Ash asked Mr. JIara what sum he 
thought Was proper; if ho (Mr. M.) desir- 
ed tho iudeninity reduced ho could hand 
in an amendment. 

Mr. Mara replied that he thought !p400. 
too much for so short a session. He had 
not.wishedto hand in an amendment un- 
til lion. members had given their opinions 
on tho matter. If, however, tho member 
for Comox desired it, ho would offer an 
amoiidiiiont now. 

Mr. Smithe said tho indemnity could, 
not bo changod this session without the 
consent of lion, members. The position 
taken by certain members of the Opposi- 
tion w;is that, ttikuig into consideration 
the f.act that salaries had been reduced 
•and that the session was short, the indem- 
nity might with propriety bo reduced also. 

Mr. Wilson suggested the opening of a 
"conscicnco money" account fortho bone- 
fit of tho lion, members who thought thoy 
Were overpaid. 

Mr. Evans said that long sessions 
should bo taken into consideration with 
»hort ones. He had attended a session 



cnco that kept him from homo 5 months. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it had not been 
the policy of the Govcniment to underpay 
any person and ho did not think §400 in- 
demnity, especially during a summer ses- 
sion, ono cent too much. If tho country 
could not afford to pay that, let the num- 
ber of members bo reduced and 'the - in- 
demnity increased. 

Jlr. Mara said he v.aluod his time and 
services as highly a.s of any other hon. 
member and that ho w.as anxious to got 
homo. Ho had however stated his re,:- 
sons for suggesting a decro.aso and regrett- 
ed it had given rise to a discussion of a 
somowhat bitter character. 

Mr. 'NVilliama said the member for Yale 
would never have suggested a reduction 
if hehad boliovod it would bo adopted. He 
(ilr. M.) could atibrd to bo in town buy- 
ing goods and getting fat contracts. It 
made no differeiico to him, althougli if a 
ballot were t.aken ho know ho (Mr. M.) 
would vote for §400 jicr session. 

Mr. Mara — Thank yon— very polite. 

Tho item then passed. 

Mileage, ,?2300; rogistnttioii of voters, 
Si;75; expenses of elections, ?237o; con- 
tingent fund, ?200; journals and statutes 
binding, §050; public institutions, §300; 
lunatic a.sylum, ^4180; hospital, Victoria, 
.?2r)00; New "Westminster, ?2479 10; Cari-

Mr. A.hIi asked for an allowance for a 
hospital atCoiiKjx, tho district being largo 
and at a remote distance from medical aid. 

Mr. Mara said if the Government woro 
in a position to place an allowance on the 
estimates for increased hospital, lvamlooj>s, 
Yale and other places had far greater 
claims, fur at present there is not a doc- 
tar between New Westminster and Cari- 
boo, and in ca.'ie of accident or sickness 
the person has to bo brought down to 
New Westminster for medical treatment, 
Sdiiietimes hundreds of miles. Comox, (jn 
the otlier hand, is u'ithin ea.sy access of 
Nanaimo or Victoria. Mr. Mara said that 
last session the ( Joveriimeiit had not tlie 
funds on hand to establish a liospitul at 
Knmloops, and to show that this idea had 
not originated after tho hon. gentleman 
had spoken he would say that when p.apora 
\vtru distriliuted in tho upper country 
asking what f(U-m the testimonial to tho 
late Sir .fames Douglas should take, he 
believed the people had asked for a hos- 
pital in that section. 

Mr. Smithe said that tlie member for 
Yalo had ashed tho Government last ses- 
sion for a hospital at Kaniloops. As for 
the |ietitioii froiu Comox it very often 
happened that those persona who were 
first to push forward a claim were at times 
tho very people who least required assist- 
ance. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said lie was glad tho 
member for Comox had brought this* for- 
ward; but ho did not think the Govorn- 
mont wore in a position to donate any 
money in the direction named. 

Administration of Justice, ?2725; Po- 
lice and Gaols, .SS330. P.assed'. 

Education-— ,Sui)orintendent of Educa- 
tion, .?7r)0, 

iMr. Smithe iiuked that the Government 
would reconsider this vote and increase 
this .salary. It was an important office 
and ono entailing u largo amouut of re- 
sponsibility. Ho has to work at almost 
.all hours of the day and often at night. 
He has done hi.s work on tlie whole well 
and established the educational system of 
tho Province satisfactory. It was not 
right that he should be placed exactly on 
the uame footing as thoso under him. Ths 
high school teacher is jiut down for tho 
same salaiy and has nothing like the same 
responsibility', besides having easier work 
— lioura from a.m. to 3 i).in., one d.ay 
in every week a holiday and the usual 
term vacations. The iSuperintondont's 
hours are from Monday morning till Sa- 
turday night and from Jan. Ist to Doc. 
31st. He thought fairness required some 
slight advance to bo made. ^Hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said if the hon. gen- 
tleman had been a friend of tho Superin- 
tendent he would have allowed this vote 
to pass without comment. He then pro- 
ceeded to refer to that gentleman's ap- 
pointment and char.acterised tho Act un- 
der which that took placo as a disgrace to 
tho community. Some two years since ho 
had called the attention of tho lato Gov- 
ernment to this matter and had asked 
them to appoint some gentleman who was 
well acquainted with the working of the 
school system, and tho iirescnt Govorn- 
nicnt would see that this took place. Ho 
mado some very uncomplimentary person- 
al allusions to Mr. Jessop. 

Mr. Helgesen .said as school trustee ho 
had seen much of Mr. Jessop and always 
found him well acquainted with school 
m.attera and .always most willing to do 
anytliing to benefit tho school system. Ho 
was a man of good education and ono who 
made himself generally liked by all he 
came in contact with, besides which ho 
wa.s always at his post when required, and' 
they could not say that of tho last incum- 
bent of that office. Tho cry .ag.ainst Mr. 
.Jessop came from men who wanted his 
position. Ho hoped the Government 
would reconsider this matter and not re- 
duce his salary, (Hear, hear.) 

j\Ir. McCiiliivrayjsaid he must entirely 
agree with the last speaker for he knew 
the present Superintendent to be most 
energetic and attentive to his duties .and 
had done much towards raising tho 
system to its peseiit good order. 

Mr. Harris hoped the Government 
would reconsider this vote and not reduce 
tho salaiy, for Mr. Jessop had undoubted- 
ly been of great service to tho schools, had 
been most persevering iif his duty, and had 
given universal satisfaction in the dia-y 
tricts. 

Mr. Drunimond said he had nothing 
say agauist the SuperinEent's energy 
attcntivencss; but that was not all tHai 
was required. Tlie country wants a mtn 

of ability, good education and ono who 
thoroughly undurstauds tho sy.stom of 
oducation. It had been said that ho gave 
lectures. Well, the oflice called for such 
but ho understood thoy woro not listened" 
to. He is incapable of properly filling that 
office and should only bo paid according- 
ly. He remembered .Tessop when he 
dragged out a miserable existence teach- 
ing on his own account, in,aking about $40 
a month. He w.aiitcd to right all sucli 
wrongs as that. 

Mr. Mara said tho Act was not dnawn 
up for Mr. Jessop's special benefit, but.to 
appoint a gentleman as Suporintondcnt 
who bore a first class certificate from On- 
tario where tho Rohor)l system Avas gener- 
ally considered almost perfection. Ho 
was extremely sorry that tho Leader of 
the Government intondedmaking achango 
for the present Siiporintondent had most 
undoubtedly done very much to r.aiso tko 
standing of tho schools hero. Ho was 
a man of education and ability and he feiy 
it would be a great act of injustice to -.dis^ 
miss a gentleman who had worked so hard. ■ 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said a certificate at 
the time j\Ir. Jessop was appointed was 
re.ally nothing comp.ared to what is re- 
quired now and a far more competent 
man could be employed. Mr. Jessop had 
not come up to the expectations of a large 
number of the people. 

Mr. Ash Skid it appoM'td to him to b* 



quite out of order for the House to dis- 
cuss a man's personal character. 

Mr. Smithe said it was not in tho in- 
terest of the Pi-ovinco that a salary of 
souio $4,000 or $0,000 should bo i>aid a 
year for this oflice, but such might bo tho 
case if a Dr. Arnold were appointed. Tlio 
present incumbent j had? performed his 
duties well and to tho satisfaction, of tho 
larger number of persons .and ho thought 
it would be unjust to remove him. Ho 
distinctly recollected the passing of tho 
act under which the present incumbent 
was appointed and the fact tliat Mr. 
Jeasop's claims to that position wore con- 
sidered by a Goromment of which- tho 
Hon. Mr. Walkem was a member showed 
his- qualifications at that time were con- 
sidered good and the p.ast seven years had 
proved that the appointinent had been a 
good ono.

Dayliglit Hobbory and Murdor in tho 
Eoart of tlio Citr- 

One of the most daring outr.agos that 
over occurred on tho co;\st took placo at 
Portliuul on Tueod.ay. Throe, men, two 
of them small and snioothed-faced, and 
tho third a largo, powerful man, entered 
tho pawn-broker shop of Walter O'Shea, 
at 9 o'clock in tho morning, and engaged 
tho proprietor in convors.ation in regard 
to some blankets which thoy said they de- 
sired to purchase. In a few niiuutoa ono 
of tho trio closed and bolted tho door, 
while another knocked the projirietor in- 
sensilde with tho butt of a pistol. . Thoy 
then proceeded to ran.iaek the placo, cram- 
ming what valuables thoy could lay their 
hands on into a valise. While at work a 
young man p.assing observed thom and at 
onco gave tho alarm. Tho pi dice woro 
promptly on hand, but boforo their arrival 
the burglars liad effected their escape 
through tho rear of tho shop, and thence 
through the shop adjoining. Thoy thou 
ran rapidly down First street, followed 
closely by tho police. Arriving at Alder 
tliej- turned west aa far as Third, when 
they turned to the southward. Hero thoy 
stoi)ped suddenly and fired on tho oflicors. 
Tho ball missed its intended mark and 
struck a young lad named Louis Joseidi, 
penetrating bis heart and killing him in- 
stantly. With hasty tread the trio then 
made for the delivory wagon of Weeks &, 
Morgan, jumped into the vehicle, seized 
tho reins, and rode at a break-nock pace 
up Morrison street until they came to tho 
terminus. Hero thoy vacated tho wagon 
and struck for tho bush and made good 
tlioir escape. Tlio citizens of Portland 
aro terribly roused and numerous bands 
of thom aro scouring tho woods after the 
niiscroants.
